This will confirm and augment oui- phone conversations of July 20 & 21 on the above 
subject. Don Roberts referred me to you. 

One part of the material already has appeared in the Special Bicentennial Edition 
of The Virginia Numismatist (July 4 1976) : "David Edley Spence, Signer of the 
Lynchburg Small Notes of 1862" pp 47-54. 

My proposed paper "Civil War Small Notes of Lynchburg, Virginia" has been approved 
for delivery at the ANS Coinage of the Americas Conference (COAC) in New York 
City Oct 31/Nov 2 1985, with a display, slides and later publication by ANS. This 
paper is to be an overview of the entire history, with some details. 

Also, still planned since our 1978-80 correspondence, is the VNA-sponsored pub¬ 
lication of a monograph on the same general subject covering the entire history 
of these notes plus appendices quoting hard-to-locate laws, news reports and 
court cases. This proposed VNA monograph would probably be similar to those 
you've already published, such as: 

Tokens and Jfedals Commemorating the Battle Between the Monitor and Merrimac 
(1979) by David E. Schenkman. 24 pp, softbound, VNA copyright.

We agreed that there would be no "prior publication" problem, due to the substantial 
scope differences among the tliree publications, and also due to very little overlap 
in readership between VNA and ANS. 


I believe the Lynchburg notes merit this much attention because in many ways what 
happened in Lynchburg typifies events in dozens of other Southern counties and 
cities; also because the court case which invalidated these notes in 1871 went 
for final adjudication clear up to the Virginia Supreme Court of Appeals — and 
hence applied also to all the other governmental note-issuing agencies in the state. 


With regard to the proposed VNA monograph, we should be reaching detailed agree- 
ments next summer, after the 1985 ANS COAC publication is distributed; the 1984 
ANS book arrived about 10 days ago. If I don't speak up then, T hope you'll 
remind me.

Dear Eric: 

I regret taking so long to comment on the draft of your paper for the Chicago 
Coin Club’s Centennial publication you sent over a month ago: "The Earliest 
Money Using the Dollar as the Unit of Value." I understand from yesterday’s 
phone call that your paper is already set in type, so my comments are too late 
for that publication. But you said to comment anyway — for possible future 
publication. So I’m returning herewith the photocopy you sent with my first- 
time-through, top-of-the-head thoughts marked in red — very few if any of 
which should be taken very seriously. 

I heartily enjoyed your treatment of this important subject and urge you to 
consider future publication for a wider audience. It certainly merits such 
treatment, because you again are plowing unplowed ground. However, in the 
draft, I must admit a little confusion the first time I scanned it as to pre¬ 
cisely in what r e spect s Maryland was first. This is due to the prior use of 
the name DOLLAR in the English language, and to the use of similar-sounding 
words (such as daler) in the languages and on the moneys of other European 
countries. Of course you included all this in your article, but I missed the 
point on the initial reading that Maryland was: 

• First in the official use of the DOLLAR term in the law authorizing the 
issuance of the 1767 money; and - 

• First in the use of the D-O-L-L-A-R spelling printed on the money. 

During yesterday’s phone call, you confinned that Scandinavian countries had 
used a similar-sounding word (DEALER) in their laws and on their money before 
1767 . A suggested clarification for slow-absorbing readers might be to add 
the word "Name" to the title, thus: ". . Using the Name dollar’ . . " 

On our phone call, you said you had no contemporary references as to how (for 
example) "90 pence to the dollar" could legally be used as money of a/c and 
tax payments (despite Queen Anne’s 1704 proclamation) in PA, West NJ, and DE — 
and could NOT be l egally used in VA, MA, etc. On the contrary you considered 
such higher ratings in PA etc. were illegal or done by legal subterfuge — in 
the absence of British enforcement of Queen Anne’s proclamation. 

You also had no contemporary reference to the highly probable fact that the prior 
Maryland success story with their use of the word DOLLAR for law and money must 
have been a factor in the adoption of this system by the Confederation and by 
other states. The causitive factors were much the same in all these aases. 


Of course, during the Articles of Confederation period, while Federal books were 
kept in dollars, fractions of the dollar were in ninetieths rather than in cents; 
but the Maryland dollar fractions (and Scandinavian Daler fractions) weren’t 
decimal either. A few ye,ars ago, I did a little digging as to what country was 
actually first in producing decimal money. As I recall, Russia was way out ahead 
( 1704 ) if we accept the story in The Namismatist for June 1978 p 1135. But they 
had a mixture of decimal fractions and non-decimal fractions of the rouble and 
I seriously doubt they kept book in decimal money-of-account. Our Continental 
Congress resolved to have decimal fractions of the dollar in 1785 and contracted 
out decimal FUGIO "cents" (no name on them) in 1787 — and no other coins; the 
money of account of this Congress continued to be dollars and ninetfeieths. The 
two ideas were joined here in 1792 and coins made to implement the ideas in 1793-4. 
Boulton had made dollars and one-penny pieces for Sierra Leone in 1791 and the 
French followed us a few months later with a truly decimal coinage. One can 
wonder about how they kept book.

I think The Numismatist should put an insert in a forthcoming issue 
to give some uplift to the Chicago Coin Club and its large membership. 

I sense that they are generally unhappy and dejected about the publica¬ 
tion project and you can really help them in their misery. Your 
publication of the article I wrote on the first use of the dollar as 
an official monetary unit is only a minor reasonfor their dilemma. 

The tale is so sad. I was a few weeks late in sending my manuscript 
to them because data just did not come in soon enough They had adequate 
time nevertheless. I corrected their unproofread galley proofs as soon 
as the printer sent them and returned them by Federal Express on 
August 13, 1985, a month before their scheduled publication date of 
September 14, 1985. 

Yesterday I telephoned Dr. Needleman to try to help solve the irritation 
expressed in his November 4, 1985 letter to you. He had not received 
your November 8, 1985 answer because no one had picked up the mail at 
the club's post office box. He told me the book was not out yet and 
this is two months after the event. He told me the delay would probably 
hurt the sale of it. 

He also told me that the printer went to Europe when the book was being 
prepared and the staff at the printers refused to work on it in his 
absence. His friend in Europe had a heart attack and the printer was 
delayed in returning. There were additional problems as well. I didn't 
cause all of that, I hope. 

Please give them a nice promotion of their book as you already offered 
them. They have lofty intentions. You already gave them plenty of 
help, but they need more. I do hope you will include the fact that 
my article was originally prepared for their publication, with my reserv¬ 
ing the right to publish it elsewhere and that I revised it for your 
use. Maybe other articles prepared for them were also published elsewhere. 

Be charitable to them as they are your membership. 

Thanks for working with me so well.
